"Also in the sale of 
bonds, there has been no more diGi- 
culty in selling them here than in 
other sections, so that it would seem 
that there is really nothing to worrk 
about.

How a Diamond Cuts Glass. 


It has boon ascertained by a series 


of experiments that a diamond does 
not cut the glass file fashion, but 
forces the particles apart, so that a 
continuous crack Is formed along the 
line of the intended cut 
The crack 


once begun, very small force is needed 
to carry it through the glass, and thus 
the'piece is'easily broken off. The 
superficial crack or cut need not be 
deep; a depth, according to measure- 
ments, of a two-hundredth pflrt of one 
inch, is quite' sufficient to accomplish 
the purpose, so that the application 
of much force In using the diamond 
only wears out the pern without doing 
the' work any better. Numerous stones, 
such as quartz nnd other minerals, 
when ground into proper form, will

our declaration of Independence by 
taking up arms against a tyranny that 
threatened to muster and debase men 
everywhere und joining with other free 
peoples in demanding- for all the na- 
tions of the world what we then de- 
manded and obtained for ourselves. In 
this day of the revelation of our duty 
not only to defend our own rights as a

The American who fed stricken Belgium for three 
years, and who now is head of the United States 
Food Administration, makes us believe we can 
do what we ought to do> as a matter of patri-

ASHINGTON.—Things have changed rapidly. The cnp: 


Itol and White House are dimmed 'by n plain vine-cov- 
ered, six-story brick building (evidently used to be nn 
apartment house or family hotel) on the corner of I 
and Sixteenth streets—that would, pass unnoticed wero 
It not for a plain black and white sign over one of the 
entrances which says In modest letters, "POOD AD- 
MINISTRATION," and tho sight-seeing busses as they 
roll by slack up for an instant while the bally hoo 
through his megaphone Impressively announces, "this 
is where Mr. Hoover Is." 
' . 


That tells the story.' 
To my mind congress may 


resolute and chatter, the White House wires may whir 


*ti>ndlly with messages fraught with grave import, but as I look at It 
today, the fate of this nation and her allies, the success of our own 
soldiers on the fields of France,'depend In greatest measure on what Is 
being consummated day after day In that unpretentious red brick 
building wherein sit Food Director Hoover and his food generals. To 
jue that building appears as the very center of the world. I can think 
•of It in no other way. 


J am a case-hardened newspaper man of 27 years experience. I have 


(Participated in state, national and international conferences of grave 
Import, but the most serious session I ever sat In was that last week 
In the food administration building In Washington nnd the most 
serious talk I ever listened to was that delivered tO'us by Mr. Hoover 
at that time. 


I have seen activity In many forms—departments working at high 


•speed, great newspaper offices at press time, firemen battling great 
•conflagrations, congress and parliament in session, but never have I 
been s"o Impressed as with the indescribable, noiseless, ceaseless, 
feyerlsh methodical action I saw—no, I didn't see It; I felt It—In this 
(building, where Is being mapped and planned and plotted the bloodless 
food battle of the world, a battle in which If \ve will only follow us 
good soldiers nnd patriots should, the orders of "General" Hoover, 
•victory will be ours. 
Here Is the doctrine of "Speed up"—that's the 


slogan of the food administration, you know—exemplified in the- nth 
jpower, We were gathered In one of the hearing rooms, G8 of us. Out- 
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*frte of myself the gathering was wholly comprised of fish producers' and dls- 
Iriluitors who had come for this conference at the behest of Mr. Hoover. 
They represented the largest llsh centers and the largest fish concerns In 
this country. 


Mr. Hoover quietly entered the room; quietly I say, for no one noticed 


•his presence until he had taken a sent noar Kenneth Fowler, fish expert of 
•the food administration. 
Tlioro he sat, an Interested spectator, until two 


speakers had finished the thread of n discussion necessary to clear up a cer- 
tiifn point, nnd then Mr. Fowler, with no fuss nnd feathers, remarked, "we 
will now hour a few words from Mr. Hoover." 


"A few words!" 
I wish every man, woman and child In the country 


•could have heard them. He wasted no time on preliminaries. lie got down 
•to cases at once. He outlined conditions and then elaborated on every point. 
'With cold figures he Impressed upon the gathering what the United States 
'had been doing In tho matter of sending supplies to the allies and that the 
ulllcs, besides doing the fighting for tlu-msi'lves and us, had drawn upon their 
•own food resources to such a serious extent that tho continuation of the war 
nnd Its successful outcome actually depended on their receiving their main 
/oofl supply from the United States. Then ho very quietly, but very gravely said. 
•with just a perceptible lift of his eyebrows and a sweeping glance that wok In 
every man in the room, that tho people of the United States wero not going 
to full down on the Job. 


r,ut before we go any further let us take n glance at this wonderfully 


resourceful mnn, who .has become a world figure; perhaps at this time THE 
world figure, and this Is said with all respect to a plentitude nf great men 
I have In mind, who have, clone, are doing and will continue to do to the end. 


Imagine before you a man of medium stature, well set up, broad of shoulder 


.nnd thick of fnest. ' Place on this body, a well-rounded head, face full cheeked 
«nd deep-set eyes well apart; eyes that you can feel, eyes that you realize 
.tire instantly helping a big brain behind to make a mental Inventory of you at 
•first glance; eyes, the heavy lines around which are the only Indication of 
the stress and strain the man Is. working under; eyes that once looked Into, 
vlve an impression of concentrated power, force

British and French Know Little About 


Corn, of Which We Have Plenty- 
Washington Is Now a Crowded and 
Bustling City. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington..— Washington 
hotels 


and to a considerable extent its board- 


1 ing houses have adopted 
meatless 


Tuesdays and wheatless Wednesdays 
in an effort to economize in those food 
products which are most necessary 
for our soldiers and our allies in the 
war. 


It apparently Is the hope of the food 


administrator that if a meatless Tues- 
day and a wheatless Wednesday be 
adopted generally throughout the Uni- 
ted States, that the amount of sub- 
stantial necessaries which 
will be 


saved will be sufficient to keep our 
allies going, and to keep our men 
strong in the field. 


It is understood by the officials in 


Washington charged with the work 
of food conservation that with appa- 
rent plenty on every hand in the coun- 
try districts of the land, it is difficult 
for people to realize that It Is neces- 
sary to save in such things as bread, 
beef and pork. The desire is that in 
every household, on one day in a week 
at least, no meat shall be eaten and 
no wheat bread shall appear on the 
table. 


Poultry is not counted as meat in 


the plan of conservation and curious- 
ly enough neither Is hash'provided it 
be made of leftovers, but it earnestly 
Is urged that there be no attempt to 
cook so much meat on one day that 
there will be enough left over for 
hash on the next day. This is no sav- 
ing operation at-all. 


French Do Not Know Corn. 


Why Is it that wheat is so absolute- 


ly necessary to the French and Brit- 
ish? Why is It that we cannot send 
great quantities of corn to them and 
let their soldiers and their people eat 
Johnny cake, plain corn bread 
and 


corn muffins? 
Well, there is a reason 


and a good one. Many of the British 
people and virtually all of the French 
people know very little about corn. 
To start the French eating corn to the 
exclusion of wheat would be to some 
extent like trying to make people stop 
eating peaches and take up a diet of 
oljves. Experience has shown that in 
some of the countries of Europe peo- 
ple have to be "educated to eai: corn." 


The French will eat rye bread with- 


out much of a demur, but wheat is 
their staple. They love it and it has 
been the principle iood of the peas- 
tints for centuries. 
Their systems are 


accustomed to it and the French sol- 
dier will go a long ways on a half loaf 
of wonderful French bread made from 
wheat. 


In Italy the people have been taught 


the value of cprn and its delights as 
a food. It took a long while to do it. 
Not many years ago persons interest- 
ed In the spreading of the "doctrine 
of corn" went to Italy and began an 
educational campaign' in its behalf. 
Italian peasants turned up their noses 
at the food for n long time, but finally 
they were-induced to give it trials and 
now comment mush and corn bread 
are eaten with avidity in many parts 
of the Italian peninsula. 


Capital City Is Crowded 


Washington has changed overnight 


from a sedate, quiet residential town 
into a whirling, bustling, feverish city. 
Men who were here four years ago and 
who come again today do not know 
the place. 


There was a time when the, capital 


of the nation was in all respects staid 
and almost lethargic. Even the auto- 
mobiles rolled along their leisurely 
way with no speed demon at the 
wheel. Now within twenty-four hours 
5-S chauffeurs or owners have been ar- 
rested for exceeding the speed limit, 
or cutting corners at a rapid gait on 
two wheels, or doing other things In- 
decorous 
In persons of 
supposedly 


steady habits. 


The last census gave Washington 


about,34G,000 as the mark of its popu- 
lation. 
Today there are more than 


400,000 people in the place and more 
coming hour by hour. Tbe capital does 
not know Itself. 


The government has brought into 


the city thousands upon thousands of 
jlerks and hundreds upon hundreds of 
men newly entered into the army and 
navy, men who are needed here, be- 
jause of their peculiar business train- 
ing, as workers in the staff depart- 
ments of Uncle Sam. The visitor who 
arrives in the afternoon without hav- 
.ng heralded his approach with a re- 
quest to a friend to get a place'for 
him to sleep Is likely to be compelled 
to knock at a stranger's door and to 
ask to be taken In for the night. 


Beds Put Up Everywhere. 


All the "Rooms to Let" signs In the 


District have been taken down. 
Gar- 


•ets In the boarding houses have been 
jubdlvided and the waste space, or 
at best the storeroom space, has been 
turned 
into 
bedrooms. 
"Standing

extent and that with a largely In-' 
creased army and navy and perbapsi 
with universal military training In- 
stalled, there will be occupation here; 
for almost as many, persons as are now; 
at the desk or at the workshop benohi 
within the walls of the town. 


Therefore Washington Is going ahead, 


with Its building operations and other 
activities necessary to take care of the-- 
multitude. Of course it may be that 
later on there will be a slump and that 
the city will feel the effects, but there 
seems to be optimism here among men! 
who are given to a conservativismi 
which is only another name in their 
case for caution. 


De Polignac Corncs to America.

French, Italian and British, to re-en-- 
force the Americans who In this time 
of war make the air through many.^ 
hours of the day their home.

As a member of the contingent of 


the aviators of the Republic of France 
there has come here one man in whom 
the people of his own country take a. 
deep personal interest and In whonv 
the American people also probably 
may take an interest when they learn* 
the facts concerning his efforts la 
Hfe. This man is Corporal de Polig- 
nac, not long ago promoted from the 
grade of private, but who in civil life 
is the Marquis de Polignac, the head 
of a French family whose history has- 
occupied a place In the annals of 
France for many centuries. 


The home of the Marquis de Polig- 


nac is at Reims, a city which the Ger- 
mans have bombarded a thousands 
times. The home of the marquis, his- 
business, properties, and, what hurts> 
him more than all, perhaps, the Insti- 
tutions which he had created to be 
models for the rest of France, are in 
ruins. The German guns have worked' 
destruction. 


De Polignac always was interested 


in athletics. He was one of the rep- 
resentatives of the French at the great 
international contests among the ath- 
letes of all nations. He realized that 
the French boys and girls were not 
getting the athletic Instruction which 
he believed was necessary for their, 
strength and their happiness. 
So It 


was that he proposed to the French 
government some years ngo that phys- 
ical training should be introduced Intoi 
the schools. The plan at first was not 
looked upon kindly. 


The marquis decided that he would 


start things himself. 
At Reims he 


created a park and into it he put all 
kinds of athletic apparatus. He em- 
ployed thousands of workmen In his 
bus'iness and he threw open the park 
to them In order that they might have* 
a place of recreation which would1 take 
them away from the temptations of 
the cabarets. The plan worked to per- 
fection. 
The morale of the workmen 


and their families was improved great- 
ly.Then De Polignac started with, the* 
children. He studied American meth- 
ods and soon had classes in athletics 
composed of virtually all the children 
of the Reims district. 
The French, 


government became interested, and 
just as the war broke out It had prom- 
ised the Marquis de Polignac that ath- 
letl£ instruction would be started ia 
all the primary schools of France and 
that the American playground system 
would be introduced. 


Plans Disrupted by the War. 


Then on came the war. 
The Mar- 


quis de Polignac left his villa, his busi- 
ness, his educational 
work and his 


playgrounds and entered the French 
army as a private. He served side by 
side with his own workmen in all the 
fights which took place between the 
French and the Germans when the lat- 
ter Invaded France. He fought from 
the Belgian border back to the Marne 
and then when the French armies 
struck back he followed, fighting with 
his workhien regiment, and finally had 
the satisfaction of re-entering his home 
town with a victorious army. 
Since 


then Reims has been in possession of 
the French, but the Germans with 
their heavy guns have been almost at 
its doors. 
The 
French 
military 
authorities 


made Marquis de Polignac a corporal 
and It Is said he was much prouder of 
the title than he was of that of mar- 
quis for the suspicion is strong that 
this'descendant of one of the oldest 
families of France, is very much of a 
democrat.

That tolls the story* To my mind congress may 


resolute and chatter, the White House wires may whir 


ateudily with messages fraught with grave Import, but us I look ut It 
today, the fate of this nation nnd her allies, the .success of our own 
soldiers on the fields of Franco,)depend In greatest measure on what Is 
being consummated day after day In that unpretentious rod brick 
building wherein sit Food Director Hoover und his food generals. To 
roc that building appears as the vci'y center of the world. I can think 
•of It in no other way. 


J am a case-hardened newspaper man of 27 years experience. I have 


participated In state, national and International conferences of grave 
Import, but tho most serious session I ever sat In was that lust week 
In the food administration building In Washington and the most 
serious talk I ever listened to was that delivered to us by Mr, Hoover 
at that time. 


I have seen activity In many forms—departments working at high 


speed, groat newspaper offices at press time, firemen battling gieat 
•conflagrations, congress and parliament in session, but never have I 
tieen so impressed as with the indescribable, noiseless, ceaseless, 
feverish methodical action I saw—no, I didn't see It; I felt It—In Ibis 
building, where is being mapped and planned and plotted the bloodless 
food battle of tho world, a battle In which If we will only follow us 
good soldiers and patriots should, the orders of "General" Hoover,

food supply from the 1'nlfed Slates. Then he very (|ulell.v but very giavely said, 
nith just a perceptible l i l t of Ids eyebrows and a sweeping glance that voolt In 
tveiv man in the room, t h a t the people of the United States were not going 
to fall down on the lob. 


I'.iit before we go any further let us lalce a glance at this wonderfully 


resourceful man, who .lias become a world llgiire; perhaps1 at this tune TII10 
world figuie, and this is said w i t h all respect to a p l e n t l l u d e of great men 
1 have In mind, who h a v e done, are doln,: and w i l l continue to do to the end. 


Imagine belore jou a man ol medium s t a t u t e , well sol up, broad of shoulder 


nnd thick of (lust. I'laco on this hodv, a well-rounded bead, lace l u l l cheeked 
and deep-set eyes well apart; eyes that you can feel, ejes that jou icall/o 
lire instantly helping a big brain behind to make a mental Inventoiy of you at 
first glance; eyes, the heavy lines aiound which are the only Indication of 
the stress and strain the man Is working under; eyes t h a t once looked Into, 
give an impression of concentrated power, force and absolute confidence; 
the greatest pair of "I can, I w i l l , I mint" eyes I ever gazed Into.

•dress this man In an Immaculate suit of blue serge, double breasted coat and 
tie to mutch; part a handsome head of smooth laid hair absolutely In the

He explained at ienpth just the food supply condition of the United 


States at the present time, and at what (^pense to ourselves we had been 
supplying the allies. Then again reminding us that the output to tho friends 
"across," must continue In Increasing iiuantlties, In u quiet, but most impres- 
sive, manner, reminded us that now 'our own people" vveio over there, and 
that soon theie would be more of them. 
"And you know, gentlemen," be 


remarked, "what you must do for them, what you will do for thorn. 
They 


are lighting our battle on the forefront. 
Our duty Is to keep them vvtll fed. 


We w i l l do It."

fingers on the table ami gazing at oviry man In tliut loom at once—It seemed 


| so, iinjhow—he said quletlj : You gentle men hero are going to help jour 


country as a patriotic duty. 
You must reall/e fiom what I have told you 


loduj Just how your own country and hi r allies stand In the m u l l i r of uctiial 
food supply, and w h a t we must do to keep up a food supply tor them and 
ourselves, 
You are going to Increase die lish production of this country by 


50 per cent. I am not going to try and tell you how you are going to do it. I 
have faith In jou as pall lotIc men and hus-lnes-, men, who know your own 
business to the minutest point, dial jou w i l l make die gieat effort, and that 
you will succeed. Itomember that this Is no personal call to you; It la the 
call of your whole country. 


Now, these are not exactly Mr. Hoover's own words, but that Is the way 


n newspaper man remembers them, and those me the Impressions this won- 
derful talk left In my mind, 
He was riot demonstrative at any point. 
Ho 


was cooler than a college professor explaining u geometry proposition to n 
class of beginners. He was calmly enthusiastic, if you can sense the scope 
of that expression.

us next year by saving and by substitution of commodities which cannot be

Corn, of Which We Hive Plenty— 
Washington Ii Now * Crowded and 
Buttling City,

Washington. — Washington hotels 


and to a considerable extent Its board- 
ing houses 
have adopted meatless 


Tuesdays and wheatless Wednesdays 
In an effort to economize In those food 
products which are most necessary 
for our soldiers and our allies In the 
war. 


It apparently Is the hope of the food 


administrator that If a meatless Tues- 
day nnd a wheutless Wednesday be 
adopted generally throughout tho Uni- 
ted States, that the amount of sub 
staiHIal necessaries which 
will 
be 


saved will be sufllclcnt lo keep our 
allies going, and to keep our men 
strong in the field. 


It Is understood by tho officials In 


Washington charged with the work 
of food conservation that with appa- 
rent plenty on every hand In the coun- 
try districts of the land, It Is dilllcult 
for people to realise that It Is neces- 
sary to save In such things us broad, 
beef and pork. The desire Is that In 
every household, on one day In a week 
ut least, no meat shall be eaten and 
jio wheat bread shall appear on the 
table, 


I'oultry Is not counted as meat 'in 


the plan of conservation and curious- 
ly enough neither Is hash provided It 
be made of leftovers, but It earnestly 
Is urged that there be no attempt to 
cook so much meat on one day that 
there will bo enough left over for 
hash on the next day. This Is no sav- 
ing operation at-all. 


French Do Not Know Corn. 


Why l.s It that wheat Is so absolute- 


ly necessary to the French and Brit- 
ish? Why Is It that we cannot send 
great quantities of corn to them and 
lei their soldiers and their people eat 
Johnny cake, plain corn bread 
and 


corn mufbns? 
Well, there Is a reason 


and a good UUP.

people and virtually all of the French 
people know very little about corn.

Washington has changed overnight 


from a sedate, quiet residential town 
Into a whirling, bustling, feverish city. 
Men who were hero four years ago and 
who come again today dd not know 
the place. 


There was a lime when the. capital 


of the nation was In all respects staid 
and almost lethargic. Bveu the auto- 
mobiles rolled along their leisurely 
way 
with no spued demon at the 


wheel. Now within twenty-four hours 
HS chauffeurs or owners have been nr- 
rested for exceeding tho speed limit, 
or cutting corners at a rapid gait on 
two wheels, or doing other things In- 
decorous 
In persons 
of supposedly 


steady habits. 


The last census gave Washington 


aboutflMG.OOO as the mark of Us popu- 
lation. 
Today there fire more than 


•100,000 people In the place and more 
coming hour by hour. The capital does 
not know Itself. 


Tho government has brought Into 


the city thousands upon thousands of 
clerks and hundreds upon hundreds of 
men newly entered into (he army and 
navy, men who are needed here, be- 
cause of their peculiar business train- 
ing, as workers In tho stuff depart- 
ments of Uncle Sum. The visitor who 
arrives in the afternoon without hav- 
ing heralded his approach with a re- 
quest to a friend to get a place for 
him lo sleep Is likely to be compelled 
to knock at a stranger's door and to 
usk lo be taken In for the night. 


Beds Put Up Everywhere, 


All tho "Rooms to Let" signs In the 


District have been taken down. Gar- 
rets In the boarding houses huve been 
subdivided und the waste space, or 
at best the storeroom space, has boon

Into 
bedrooms.

It believes that' 
the government activities will be con-> 
tlnued after the war to a considerable' 
extent and that with a largely In-1 
creased army and navy and perhaps 
with universal military training in- 
stalled, there will be occupation here1 


for almost as many, persons as are now.

Tho home of tho marquis, his' 
business, properties, ami, what hurts 
him more than all, perhaps, the Insti- 
tutions which he hud created to be 
models for the resi of France, are in 
ruins. The German guns have worked' 
destruction. 


Do I'ollgmic always was Interested 


In athletics. 
l l i > was one of the rep- 


resentatives of the French at the groat 
Intermitlonal roniesis among the ath- 
letes of all nations. He realized that 
tin- Fieiich boys and girls were not 


UIng the athletic Instruction whlch, 


lie believed w.is necessary for their 
•irongih and their happiness. 
So It 


was thai he pioposed to the French 
government some yo.irs ago that phj'S- 
ii'iil training should bo Introduced Into 
the schools. The plan nt first was not 
looked upon klndlj. 


The marquis decided that he would 


start things himself. 
At Helms he

The desire is that In 
every household, on one day in n week 
at least, no meat shall he eaten and 
no wheat bread shall appear on the 
table.

be made of leftovers, but It earnestly 
Is urged that there be no attempt to 
cook so much meat on one day that 
there will be enough left over for 
hash on the next day. This is no sav- 
ing operation at-ail.
